Slayer of Husband 
Is Adjudged Insane 


Mena Woman Is Taken to 


State Hospital in 


Little Rock 


MENA, Ark, July 8.—Examined by 


three physicians at a sanity hearing 
held Monday before 
Judge W. I. 


Green, Mrs. Frankie Elizabeth Bag-" 
well, 45, charged with first • degree^ 
murder in conectibn with the slaying 
of her husband at their home several 
days ago, was judged insane and taken 
to the state hospital at Little Rock. 


Mrs. Bagwell waived an examining 


trial which had been slated for Mon- 
day and wis bound over to the Polk 
county grand jury which convenes in- 
October, arrested by county officers 
and lodged In jail here immediately 
after the fatal shobting. Mrs, Bagwell 
has been described by officers as being 
irrational. 


The sanity hearing was held on the - 


recommendation olj physicians who 
had examined the woman while in 
jail. All efforts to obtain a statement 
from her concerning the slaying have 
been in vain, officers stated. 


The shooting which resulted in tha 


death of the woman's husband occur- 
red early last Wednesday. Her son, 
Miles, 23, told officers he rushed into 
his parents' room after hearing a shot- 
gun report and found his father lying 
in bed in a pool of'blood. He said 
his mother was attempting to com- 
mit suicide when he entered the room. 


Mrs. Bagwell is reported to have

However, Charles Lathrop Pack, 
head of the American Tree Association—the country's out- 
atanding'authority, probably, on reforestation—declares' in 
the,July Review of Reviews that the situation is very far 
from being satisfactory. 


"At our present snail's pace of planting," he says, "it 


will,tajc6'over 1000 years to reforest the acres that we devas- 
tated in less than a century."

Mr..Pack points out that while the federal government 


fails to make sufficient annual appropriations to reforest, or 
eyen care-properly, for the forest lands it now has, it con- 
tinues e*ch year to acquire more. Last year the government 
took oyer. nearly 200,000 acres of forest land, much of it in 
need of planting; but no money was appropriated for the 


rfc, and while this land continues to lie idle, and unpi'oduc- 


, eV^he-government is preparing to acquire still more land 
during th'e coming, year. 
/ -' ''Congress," says Mr. Pack, "has never given its federal 
forest service enough money to make a real beginning to- 
ward planting up these orphan acres, and unless planted it 
makes no-practical difference who owns them—they remain 
Wasting liabilities. Even on these national'forests;;ijite,nsiye 
timber culture, has hardly-begun, for the'.good reason^ that 
the money ig not there to begin it.

"The result is that our national forests are producing a 


mere fraction of what they could produce; millions of acres 
are producing; nothing, fires are raging, lumber mills are 
trekking back into the few regions where timber is still to 
be found, and the public domain is over-grazed and sinking 
intp worthlessneas before oiir eyes." 


These are disturbing words. Reforestation, beyond 


question,-is One of the important issues of the day. Future 
generations will suffer real hardships if we do not awaken 
to our responsibilities.

HEN America was in the making, pioneers sought home 


sites.on rivers, creeks or lakes. Towns grew up on the 


shores-of Waterways, because water offered the moat readily 
usable'means of communication. 


Later it was discovered that not all the streams were 


navigable, so a system of canals developed. America became 
intensely enthusiastic about canals, and ambitious canal- 
construction projects were launched. They served the na- 
tion well for a time, even after the railroads had come to 
compete with them. Eventually they succumbed to this com- 
petition, and the canals became but a memory in most sec- 
tions, although there have been some notable exceptions. 


Rivers were great arteries of traffic wherever their 


waters were navigable, but they, too, witnessed a decline in 
importance, even the great Mississippi1; which had borne an 
immense -volume of traffic, declining to an unimportant po- 
sition. 


Now, however, the nation is again becoming deeply con- 


scious of the economic value of its waterways. It believes 
that it can easily develop a great system of inland water 
transportationj upon which can be cheaply floated great com- 
mercial burdens. 


' 
The rivers and harbors bill which President Hoover 


signed authorizing a $145,000,000 program of inland water- 
ways improvement, such as deepening of river channels, 
dredging of harbors, improvement of lake channels, construc- 
tion of canals, etc., constitutes the federal government's ap- 
proval of the incn-asing enthusiasm for water transporta- 
tion*Jt heralds a new era for many communities. It may re- 
sulfe Ih 8 great economical readjustment of the United States, 
bringing out changes in manufacturing and marketing cent- 
ers ftnd great shifts in population. President Hoover's own 
statement that the project authorized by this bill is greater 
than the Panama canal gives a hint of what it may mean to 
America.—Jonesboro Sun.

1910 Reversed, Survey 


of Census Shows 


PHILADELPHIA, July 8.—(UP)— 


The Committee on Population Trends 
of the Regional Planning Federatin 
here has begun a survey Into the 
causes for the shifting of the popular 
lion from the 
cities 
to 
suburban 


areas, reversing the situation 
which 


prevailed before 1910. 


Taking the latest census as a basis, 


it was found that many sections ir 
Philadelphia suffered serious popula- 
tion decreases, while suburban towns 
showed a corresponding increase. 
, Colonel Samuel P. Wethcrill, 
Jr., 


president of the Federation and chair- 
man of the committee, listed five un- 
derlying reasons for the shift in pop- 
ulation from the city to the suburbs. 


"So far, we today can point to five 


underlying reasons for the change," 
Wctherill said. 


"One great cause for the shift to 


the suburbs has been the automobile. 
The facility and speed with which 
people now are able to cover distances 
to and from their places of business 
make it feasible for them to live in the 
country, or semi-country. 


"A second reason, .which has a mul- 


titude of ramification?, is the higher 
standard of living obtaining today. 


"A third cause is the fact that the 


average person today 
has 
shorter 


hours of work than ever before and 
consequently more leisure 
time 
in 


which to enjoy life. Naturally for 
those having children, the suburbs 
have a strong appeal. 
i 


"A fourth reason for the shift is the 


development 
of 
high-speed transit 


lines, extending into the large sub- 
urbs and the increased service and 
electrification of railroads. 


"But perhaps the most significant 


reason of all. and one which stimu- 
lates the exercise of all the others, is 
the lure of the country for the sake 
of health. Health education lias been 
developed today to such a point that 
scarcely anyone ignores its dictiums. 
And certainly parents are especially 
conscious of the advantages which the 
greater freedom and purer air of the 
suburbs and country afford their chil- 
dren."

On Trees To Rot 


Over Production Causes 


Serious Problem For 


Growers 


FRESNO, C.il.. July. 8.—fUP)—Forty 


per cent of California's prospective 
record-breaking TOO crop of canning 
peaches have an excellent chance of 
becoming bird feed while the fruit 
rots on the trees. 


/ That is the essence of the plan pro- 
posed by canners and growers, alike, 
for maintaining a strong prii.-o for the 
crop. 


The growers this year face n prob- 


able crop of about .J.'liUlOO tons of the 
canning peaches as eompared with 
179,001) tons sent, to market last year, 
when the price skyrocketed lo $80 a 
ton. 


Should the growers throw on the 


'market all they produce, Iho price 
would sink far below the cost of pro- 
duction. In 1!!'.'.» when a bumper crop 
of 414.0(10 tons wei>.;hled down tho or- 
chards, the price was liarcly mainlain-

That probably would mean an or- 


ganization of the growers markedly 
different from the present California 
Fbach & Fig Growers' Associatoin. It 
likely would be-the same type farm- 
aid as proposed for the grape grow- 
ers, a method that would ential, tax- 
ing all farmers according to .tonnage 
produced along" a system thatwould 
pay for dumping or otherwise dispos- 
ing of surplus fruit in a manner that 
would bolster up the price. 


A move toward obtaining farm board 


aid was started long ago, but it ap- 
pears that lack.of energy has nearly 
caused its death. 


The more probable method will be 


for canners and growers to agree on 
the amount of fruit to be let stay on 
the 
trees. The California 
Canning 


Peach Growers, another co-op, already 
has set $30 a ton as the price its grow- 
ers shall require, apparently an at- 
tempt by edict tp establish price. 


But canners have set 12,000,000 cases 


as the maximum 
sensible amount of 


this year's pack, a figure agreed upon 
by officers of the canning peach co-op 
—and a figure which arbitrarily means 
that 439.000 tons of peaches possibly 
cannot go to market. 


Whether the co-op can force the 


price toremain at the 530 level is a 
lively subject for debate, with many 
non-members likely to offer their pro- 
ducts at panic prices.

NEW ORLEANS, July 8.—(/Pi-Im- 


portant as a cotton .center since 1735, 
proud old New Orleans has taken on 
added importance with the capture of 
the headquarters for the $30,000,000 
government-approved cotton market- 
ing organization. 


This development has stirred am- 


bition of this city to outran* the other 
cotton capitals of the world. 


Plans for additional portside wharf- 


age, increased storage and more ef- 
ficient handling of certificated cotton, 
have been made. 


With an expenditure of $100,000, the 


dock board has extended or plans to 
extend to all compartments 
of the 


state-owned warehouse on the river- 


front an improved system intended to 
serve the ends of economy. 


The public cotton warehouse, bull1 


in 1915 at a cost of six million dollars 
has a storage capacity of 461,856 high 
density bales. Daily unloading capacity 
is 7,500 bales from cars and 2,00 bales 
from barges or steamboats.

This is a new Weather service, started 
in May 1930, that plans the first com- 
plete ocean forecasting. In its files 
here are pictures that explain better 
than wofds why but one westbound 
non-stop plane has crossed the North 
Atlantic, while eight have made it in 
the other direction. 


Take, for illustration, one' of. these 


pictures the weather map of the North 
Atlantic on-November 25 last, made 
during preliminary organization. 


The lines that mark the course of 


the winds trace a vast 
shape, that 


looks like a devil fish filling the ocean 
from Newfoundland to Ireland. 


Its eyes are two whirling cyclones 


set one-third the distance out from 
each shore. Its tentacles swing south- 
ward to the Azores and north nearly 
to Greenland. 


On it the thing which swallowed 


the westbound fliers without trace, 
from the French ace Nungesser to 
Princess Lowenstein - Wertheim and 
the Hon. Elsie Mackay, is apparent 
It is a steady rush of air 
toward 


Europe. 


Through 
from locality, to locality 


its direction changes, yet its average 
is always.into the teeth of the west-, 
bound plane, with a range from 10 
miles an hour up to raging gales. It 
flows like the Gulf .stream gales. It 
flows like the Gulf stream centering 
above the stream, through immensely 
wider, and subject to swings of'near- 
ly 1000 miles. 


Westbound planes bucking even the 


mildest, of these currents were cut 
down 10 miles an hour, and often far 
more. These figures must be multi- 
plied by two to obtain the actual dis- 
advantige. 


The effect gives the westbound flier 


a far wider ocean to cross, as if the 
American coastline were pushed back 
nearly to Chicago. 
v 


The new ocean forecasting can warn 


of tempests that sometimes develop 
from nothing even during the few 
hours a crossing plane takes.
